This had feized the Porcupine by 
the Head j and had fo fucked it in. When it was 
quite in, the Quills, which were flatted down whilft 
it was going in, rofe 5 ran through the Snake's Belly 5 
and killed it : So that there was a monftrous large 
Snake dead, with the Quills of a Porcupine (ticking 
out of it in many Places* 
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
